In the Pioneer's BuHding, ou Fourth 


street, San Francisco, there is a little 
American 
flag. 
10x14 inches In size. 


There is nothing to indicate the use to 
wbJc/h tbfe na« has 'been put—not a sin- 
gle word *n regard to its history; and 
.neither the ttbnartan raor any of 'M»e pio- 
neers who stay around the building 
stem to know amy thing about It. 


Yet ithere is quite an Interesting 
story coiunected with tt. 
It 'Is *he flag that was used at the 
first Fount'h at Ju*y celebration ever 
gfven. In CaHfornia. end was raised on 
the fourth day of July, 1847- 
The celebration, consisted of a dinner 
ffiven by Major Stephen. Cooper and 
George Yourat. in Napa Valley, about a, 
•mile -tmm the present site of Yountville-. 
'\f re. Cooper and a Mrs. Reed, one ot the 
Donner parrty, cooked) the dinner. The 
ffag was mjide toy one of Major Coop- 
er's daughters, now Mrs. J- R- 'Wolf- 
skill of Winters, Yoto County, and was 
made from a white ewias diress, striped 
with red rlblbons, and has only on? 
star. Across the face of the flag is 
written: "Caltfoi<nia Is ours as long aa 
the stairs remain." 
Mrs. Amos Roberts of thia cfty. anoth- 
er of -Major Cooper's daughters, in 
speaklmar of the flag to day. said: "I 
rcmemiber the dinner very w >11. It was 
given tin a. grove about & mile from Mr.

There Is nothing to indicate the use to 
w hic-h this Hug has 'been put—not a sin- 
gle word In regard to Its history; and 
.neither the librarian nor any of 'the pio- 
neers who stay around the buildiiis 
stem to know any thing' about It. 


Y-et 'there b quHe an Interesting 
story connected with It. 
It is 'the flaer that was used at the 
first Fourth of Jujy celebration ever 
Sriven in California, and was raised on 
the fourth day o£ July, 1847. 
The celebration, consisted ot a dinner 
given by Major Stephen. Cooper and 
George Youn't.
